Rally Around 
New President 


But Guido Hounded 
By Shadow of Military 
In Argentine Crisis 


BUENOS AIRES (A P)—Argen- 
tin a’s anti-Peronist political par­ 
ties showed signs today of rally­ 
ing to the new president, Jose 
M aria Guido. But the shadow of 
m ilitary rule hovered over the n a­ 
tion. 
The dim inutive 51-year-old for­ 
m er Senate president set about 
to assem ble a Cabinet to deal with 
the confusion created by the m ili­ 
ta ry ’s ouster of President A rturo 
Frondizi. In this, Guido is expect­ 
ed initially to get support from 
alm ost all political parties. B u t 
he 
faced 
form idable 
opposition 
ahead, both at home and abroad. 
Angry and possibly violent op- ♦ 
position w as expected from the 
followers of exiled dictator Juan 
D. Peron, who drew m ore than 
2.5-million votes—35 per cent of 
the total—in the M arch 18 elec­ 
tions that touched off the crisis 
and from the powerful confedera­ 
tion of labor, with m ore than 3- 
million m em bers. 
The 
m ilitary 
w ants 
Guido— 
they apparently consider him un­ 
der their thum b—to once again 
drive the Peronists underground 
and sharply curtail the powerful 
labor unions, largely Peronist. It 
is up to Congress to m ake the 
decision. 
The m ilitary showed signs of 
splintering. The W ar M inistry an ­ 
nounced th at five top 
generals 
who had opposed the coup here 
asked for retirem ent. 
Guido also faced a knotty prob­ 
lem of winning diplom atic recog­ 
nition for his regim e. No foreign 
diplom ats attended F rid ay ’s cere­ 
mony in which Guido glum ly took 
the oath of office publicly under 
the eyes of the nation’s m ilitary 
bossed 
V enezuelan 
President 
Romulo 
B etancourt announced a policy of 
“ belligerent repudiation’’ of the 
coup and w ithdrew the entire V en­ 
ezuelan diplom atic mission from 
Buenos Aires.

W ashington, 
State 
D epart 
m ent press officer Lincoln White 
said the United States would con­ 
sult with its “ friends in this hem ­ 
isphere” before deciding on its 
policy. 
Guido’s biggest encouragem ent 
cam e from 
indications that 
he 
m ight be able to weld the two 
m ajor parties into some kind of 
coalition. 
Together they 
control 
Congress, w hether or not the P e ­ 
ronists are allowed to take office.

International Inspectors 


Invited to U.S. Atom Plants

The technical aim is to prove 
th at the atom ic facilities are not 
being used for m ilitary purposes, 
to tram the inspectors and to work 
out any kinks in the inspection 
system that m ight be uncovered. 
There is also a political goal 
from the U.S. point of view: To J 
knock a hole in Soviet claim s— J 
advanced at the Geneva confer- j 
ence and elsew here—that the in­ 
spections the West s a 's are need 
ed for arm s-cut accords are un­ 
w orkable and are really designed

Wider possibilities for satisfac­ 
torily controlling weeds by using 
herbicides in granular formulations j 
have been demonstrated. 
Eleven different pre • emer­ 
gence herbicides in the liquid (or 
wetable powder) 
and 
corres­ 
ponding granular form in corn, 
soybeans and sugar beets were 
compared. Little or no difference 
in results was deetcted following 
these treatments. Weeds were 
controlled as well by one formu­ 
lation as the other, and the ef­ 
fect on the crop was not chang­ 
ed. 
The use of herbicides in granu­ 
lar form is restricted primarily to 
pre-emergence and to a lesser ex­ 
tent pre-planting applications to 
the soil prior to weed emergence. 
Herbicides such as amino tria- 
acle and dalapon that must be ab­ 
sorbed by the foliage to kill the

Rot Is Costly 


Cattle foot rot needlessly cuts 
the profits of darymen and live* 
stock producers. 
losses come from poor cond! 
Hon and secondary infections, 
according to Dr. E. C r o s b y 
Howe, University of Nebraska 
extension animal hygienist;. Low­ 
er milk production 
and lower 
gains are results of foot ret. 
Foot rot can occur in any class 
of cattle. It tends to be seasonal, 
showing up in s p r i n g and fall, 
but may happen any time of the 
year and under almost all possi­ 
ble conditions. 
The first noticeable sign of the 
disease is pronounced lameness. 
U s u a l l y 
the

swells. S w e l l i n g may extend 
to the knee rn the foreleg or to the 
hock in the hind leg. Eventually, 1

and it goes off feed.

OCCURRENCE of the disorder 
can be reeduced b providing cat­ 
tle with clean, dry footing. T h e 
germ 
c a u s i n g

disease 
needs mud or wet manure to grow 
in. Paved dairy yards and feed- 1 
lots won’t harbor these germs. 
Paved lots eliminate mud and 
ran be c l e a n e d regularly in 
any weather to prevent manure 
build-up. Concrete paving is most 
important around feed bunk* and 
water tanks where cattle stand, 
according to Dr. Howe. 
Another benefit 
of 
paving is 
that it keeps dairy cows cleaner 
and increases beef cattle gains. 
Dr. Howe p o i n t s out that pav­ 
ing will pay for itself as well as 
reduce the incidence of foot rot.

THE MOST feasible time to ap­ 
ply granular herbicides on field 
crops is at planting. Planting and 
herbicide application can be done 
in one operation. Uniform appli­ 
cation is critical with the granules; 
however, 
applicators that 
meet 
this requirement are on the mar­ 
ket. Planter-mounted applicators 
cost about $75 to $100, depending I 
on whether a separate compart-j 
ment for granular insecticides is 
included, for each two-row unit. 
Granular herbicides need not be j 
mixed with water. The hauling of 
water and preparing spray solu­ 
tions for sprayers are time-con­ 
suming jobs. Premixed granules 
considerably reduce the chance of 
error in application. 
Both liquid and granular forms 
of pre-emergence herbicides will 
be rather ineffective if applied on 
dry soil and no rain follows until 
after the weeds are established. 
lf considerable rain (an inch 
or more) follows la a few days 
after application, most herbicid­ 
es, regardless of whether they 
are applied in granular or liq­ 
uid form, may be leached down 
to the germinating crop seed and 
cause d a m a g e . However, nei­ 
ther si in a tine nor atrazine bas 
damaged corn even when appli­ 
ed at rates considerably higher 
than recommended. 
The use of granular formula­ 
tions of certain herbicides, such 
as 2, 4-D, reduces the hazard of 
drift onto susceptible crops. How­ 
ever, fine granules that are pre-! 
sent in the commercial material 
when purchased or formed by ab-! 
rasive agitation in the hopper of 
the applicator also may be car­ 
ried by wind and damage nearby 
susceptible plants. 
The size of the granules of dif­ 
ferent herbicides may not be the j 
same. Granular applicators must 
be set to apply the correct amount j 
of granules of each herbicide ac­ 
cording to the chart that accom­ 
panies the applicator and the her­ 
bicide. However, as with spraying, 
equipment and grain drills, the ( 
granular applicators should be cal­ 
ibrated for each operation. 
• • • 
GRANULAR herbicides can be 
teen readily on the soil surface 
after application, thereby reducing 
the possibility of row skipping 
Herbicides that are rather vola­ 
tile in liquid form may be alight- 
ly less volatile in granular form. 
However, the difference in vola- 
ti I it y has not been reflected in 
differences in field results 
Toxic build-up in soil of herbi­ 
cides suggested for field crops are 
greatly reduced by their usual de­ 
composition In soil regardless of 
whether they are applied in liquid 
(or wettable powder) or granular 
form.

Chester McCloud. Route 2, Cir­ 
cleville, installed a grass water­ 
way with the help of the Pickaway 
County Soil Conservation Service 
approximately eight years ago. 
According to SCS officials, the 
blades of grass retard the running 
water as roots reach up for it as 
it passes along the course—it does 
not reach the bottom of the hill in 
one furious rush, laden with prec­ 
ious top soil. Soin Conservationist 
Don Archer says McCloud values 
his soil and knows it is a basic 
substance. He labeled it as an un­ 
derstanding of the logic in true 
soil conservation. 
The time of year is approach­ 
ing when the wise farmer can 
best install a waterway, Archer 
said. Careful installation is nec­ 
essary, however, for a success­ 
ful operation. This includes pro­ 
per size, width and depth, seed­ 
ing, mulching and fertilization. 
It is impossible to give a blank­ 
et recommendation for all water­ 
ways. 
Archer said each waterway must 
be d e s i g n e d 
to handle the 
runoff water from Che contributing 
area. 
Also 
some 
maintenance 
must be given the waterway each 
year, particularly for the first 
year, when freezing and thawing 
may erode the waterway until a 
dense sod has become established. 
Once this has been done, however, 
only mowing is necessary. 
The Pickaway County Soil Con­ 
servation Service designed a num­ 
ber of such waterways last year, 
with more scheduled for this year, 
Officials are hopeful, now that 
plowing is going full blast through- J 
out the county, farriers will plow I 
wisely and to their best advant­ 
age — above all, skip the estab­ 
lished waterways! 


A ton of manure is worth at 
least S3 a ton if you figure what 
you pay for commercial fertilizer. 
And, in terms of increased crop 
yields, it’s worth 55 to $10 per ton. 
One of the best ways to utilize 
the full value of manure is to 
see that it is hauled and spread 
regularly to put plant nutrients 
to work. An ail-weather lot is 
important so that manure can 
be loaded and hauled without 
mud interfering. Paved feedlots 
and dairy yards prevent manure 
from being trampled into the 
mud and rain leaching away its 
fertilizing value. 
A loading ramp is a time saver. 
This keeps the manure spreader 
out of the yard and makes loading 
simple and speedy. A scraper 
blade or firont-end loader is used 
to push the manure into the spread­ 
er. 
Cattle feeder Dwight Gallup of 
Chillicothe, 111., has installed an 
efficient manure loading ramp for 
his feeding operation. This helps 
him avoid excessive feedlot build­ 
up and gets manure to the fields 
I under an conditions.

HE USES a front-end loader as 
his scraper. Gallup figures that 
he saves weeks of cleaning time 
' each year with his set-up. 
A manure ramp is a real asset 
on a dairy farm, too. The Crouch 
Brothers dairy at Batesburg S.C., 
i feel tnat concrete keeps the cows 
I clean in their modern Loose hous­ 
ing setup. Th lr manure loading 
ramp makes cleaning easier and 
saves valuable time and labor.

Dacthal has given good control 
for three years, with no damage 
to Kentucky bluegrass to date. 
Giving fair crabgrass control in 
1961 tests have been the Polychlor- 
odicyclopentadiene isomers. 
Trifluralin was tested last sea­ 
son and gave good control, but 
Kentucky bluegrass was seri­ 
ously damaged at a four-pound 
per acre rate. Some experiment 
stations reported good control, 
and no injury with a two-pound 
per acre rate. So if used on blue­ 
grass, use the lower rate. 
Zytron is another of the chemi­ 
cals giving good control, with no 
damage to Kentucky bluegrass be­ 
ing observed. 
The date of first crabgrass ger­ 
mination will range from 
about 
April 20 to May IO in northern 
Ohio and two to three weeks earl­ 
ier in southern Ohio. To be sure 
of applying the chemicals on time, 
they should be on by April I in 
Southern Ohio. Later applications 
will be effective so long as the 
crabgrass has not germinated. 
Chemicals should be considered 
as a temporary means of solving 
the crabgrass problems in lawns. 
Mowing high and fertilizing ade­ 
quately to produce a tight sod 
is a more permanent solution.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) - 
Alabama, facing continued federal 
intervention, votes May I on a 
constitutional amendment with a 
far-reaching effect on voter regis­ 
tration procedure. 
It was submitted to the voters 
by the legislature in the wake of 
Justice Department suits charg­ 
ing discrimination 
against pros­ 
pective 
Negro 
voters 
in 
three 
counties, and indications of court 
action elsewhere. 
The proposed amendment would 
create a state board with solid au­ 
thority to write the questionnaires 
which applicants must answer be­ 
fore they can get on the voting 
list. The board would grade the 
papers, with no racial identifica­ 
tion. 
The present questionnaire, un­ 
changed in a decade except for 
the order of the questions, was 
prepared by the State Supreme 
Court. Voter registration boards 
in the counties check the answers 
and determine whether the appli­ 
cant is qualified to vote. 
Curiously, the threat of further 
court action is being used as an 
argument both for and 
against 
ratification of the amendment. 
Sponsors contend the change in 
the state’s organic law is neces­ 
sary 
to 
give the 
county boards 
more uniform and higher stan­ 
dards and a choice of question­ 
naires to keep prospective voters 
from 
memorizing them, and to 
protect registrars from damage 
suits.

In the years since World War II the Ok­ 
inawan people have agitated for greater 
self-ruie and for return to Japanese con­ 
trol.

Test Provides 


Lone Answer 


LOUISVILLE, Kv 
(A P^ P s y ­ 
chologists now have a new ink 
blot test they can use in place of 
the Rorschach method in which IO 
cards are used and the person 
taking the test m ay give several 
responses to each card. 
Forty-five card* are used in the 
new method and only one response 
is correct for each ink blot. 
No two people see the same pic­ 
ture on these new cards, but al­ 
most everyone who takes the test 
agrees that the first card in the 
aeries looks like a bat. 
If you don’t think so, you may 
be mentally disturbed On the oth­ 
er hand, you may be just plain 
ornery—or perhaps creative. 
For the whole series, more than 
30 responses showing wild flights 
of fancy or complete lack of ac­ 
curate perception may 
indicate 
the 
person 
if 
emotionally dis­ 
turbed. 
The new test is more reliable 
than the Rorschach, said Prof. 
Samuel C. Fulkerson, director of 
clinical training at the University 
of louisville. It was developed 
over 
a 
10-year 
period by 
Dr. 
Wayne H. Holtzman. psychologist 
at the University of Texas and 
a former associate of Fulkerson 
As in the Rorschach, the Holtr- 
man 
test 
measures 
personality 
traits and the ability of a per 
soc to perceive things realistical­ 
ly. It can help point out cases of 
mental illness, although it would 
never be used as the sole basis 
of diagnosis. 
•'You can’t judge a person’s 
sanity through 
his response to 
any one ink blot, but you can tell 
by the results of the total test,” 
Fulkerson said.

Resettlement is the ap­ 
proach to this problem by the De­ 
partm ent of Health, Education and 
Welfare, but such a program will 
be resisted on the very ancient so­ 
ciologic truism that birds of a fea­ 
ther flock together, which the pro­ 
fessors call “ community of kind” .

Federal Aid To Be Cut Off 


Special Segregated Schools 


WASHINGTON 
(A P )—The 
ad 
m inistration has said that s ta rt­ 
ing in Septem ber 1963, it will cut 
off from 
segregated schools the 
special federal aid given schools 
serving children who live on fed 
oral property. 
S ecretary of Welfare A braham 
A. Ribicoff announced the decision 
to a House subcom m ittee which is 
studying the progress of intcgra 
hoi. since 1954. He had been asked 
by the subcom m itee for a ruling 
as to w hether it was legal to grant 
federal 
funds 
to 
segregated 
schools. 
The pro g ra m s affected by the 
decision are those m aking grants 
for school construction and o p e r­ 
ating costs to districts that include 
large 
num bers of 
children who 
live on federal property. 
Ribicoff 
said 
his 
dep artm en t 
has determ ined th ere are about 
200 
federal 
installations 
now 
served by school districts th at seg­ 
regate 
their 
public 
elem entary 
and secondary schools. He could 
not tell the com m ittee in which 
states the 
installations were or 
how m any children w ere affected. 
Ribicoff said he w as announcing 
the ruling today but that there 
would be no attem p t to im plem ent 
it before the school y e a r beginning 
in Septem ber of 1963. 
Before then, he said, he hopes 
the districts 
involved 
will 
take 
constructive action and that Con 
gress will take legislative action 
to carry out the ruling. 
Ribicoff also said 
his 
d e p a rt­ 
ment has under “ active consider­ 
ation” the bringing of a lawsuit 
that would have an even greater 
im pact on school segregation. 
It would he a test case covering 
the use of all federal funds under

Some of the functions of the Na­ 
tional Science Foundation would 
be transferred to the new presi­ 
dential office. These would include 
the task of evaluating scientific re­ 
search program s undertaken by 
government agencies. 
The reorganization plan will be 
come effective in 60 days unless 
vetoed by either the House or the 
Senate.

of the United States, the bald eag ­ 
le, only as a stuffed specimen in 
museums? 
If that grim specter occurs, the 
Chicago Natural History Museum 
and other s i m i l a r institutions 
throughout the country are p re­ 
pared However, 
bird 
autorities 
are 
rallying vigorously 
to t h e 
standard of saving the eagle in its 
natural state. 
. Already it is a close call. A cen­ 
sus conducted by the National Au 
dubon Society indicates that there 
may be less than 5,000 birds left. 
Dr. George Hunt, the University 
of Michigan's great authority on 
wildlife, is at the same egg-count­ 
ing stage w'ith bald eagles as are 
the h u m a n chaperones of the 
pitifully 
small 
lone 
remaining 
flock of whooping cranes. The once 
plentiful w h o o p e r s are num ­ 
bered now in the dozens. 
The Michigan scientists makes 
the discouraging report that of the 
eagles nesting at the western end 
of Lake Erie, some 20 pairs did 
not raise a single eaglet last year. 
There are more than 40 species 
of eagles, but only one —the hand­ 
some sea bird with the seven-foot 
wingspread and the flare of pure 
white feathers on Che head, neck 
and tail of adult birds — is n at­ 
u re ’s prototype for the emblem in 
the Great Seal of the United Stat­ 
es, much of our currency, the but­ 
tons of 
military 
uniforms, 
and 
countless other symbolic designs. 
The Continental Congress adopt­ 
ed the eagle in 1782 after six years 
of r a t h e r 
heated 
discussion, 
during which Benjamin Franklin 
nominated as a more fitting candi­

cused the eagle of having “ a bad 
moral character.” 
If the eagle went the way of the 
dodo and the ill-fated 
passenger 
pigeon, and became as legendary 
as the phoenix, w'ould the U. S. 
turn to some other bird? 
President K e n n e d y does not 
want to have to cross that bridge, 
and he differs wnth 
Franklin 
on 
birds, however much he admires 
him otherwise. 
“The founding fathers made an 
appropriate choice when they se 
lected the bald eagle,” J.F.K. wir­ 
ed the Audubons recently. “ T h e 
fierce beauty and proud indepen­ 
dence of this great bird aptly sum 
bolizes the strength and freedom 
fo America.” 
Probably it was the independ 
ent spirit of the eagle and Ins love 
for the solitude of wide open spa­ 
ces that caught the fancy of the pi­ 
oneer Americans, since they them ­ 
selves were like that. 
And Dr, Hunt believes that the 
current human “ population’explos- ] 
ion” , which doubtless would have | 
appalled pioneer forefathers who j 
sometimes 
moved 
on 
to 
less 
“ crowded" areas when neighbors 
approached within a mile, that is 
the big problem for bald eagles. | 
Surprisingly little is known bio­ 
logically about the bird, but Dr. 
Hunt concludes the encroachment 


of so many people on their favor­ 
ite haunts disturbs the nesting cy­ 
cle and causes the catastrophic re ­ 
duction in numbers. 
Also eagles relish fish, which 
they snatch alive from the water 
or occasionally purloin from rival 
fish hawks, and widespread water 
pollution is a big hazard to them. 
There is encouraging evidence 
that in remote areas the eagles 
are doing better. Dr. Hunt exam ­ 
ines 23 nests in the upper part of 
Michigan’s 
lower peninsula 
and 
found 
one - fourth 
successfully 
tenanted by one or two young. In 
the r u g g e d 
upper peninsula 
the average was even better, with 
44 nests yielding 23 young birds. 
Alaska may have entered the 
Union in the nick of time, so far as 
eagles are concerned. They now 
flourish there more than anywhere 
else in the U.S.. other than on offi­ 
cial emblems and money.

JFK California 
Visit Is Praised 


Dams Buck Nixon 
For Govtrnorship 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Enthu­ 
siastic Democrats seem likely to 
take President Kennedy up on his 
expressed desire to pay another 
visit to California—this time for 
political purposes. 
Kennedy’s comment at his news 
conference Thursday that "I will 
be glad to go back to California” 
indicated that the President is giv­ 
ing top-level political priority to 
efforts to thwart former GOP 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon’s 
bid for the governorship of that 
state. 
And if Nixon wants to call Ken­ 
nedy a '‘carpetbagger” for any 
such campaigning against him, 
Democrats think that will be just 
fine 
The 
general 
opinion 
among 
them—and it is shared by some 
Republicans—is that Nixon’s orig­ 
inal ''carpetbagger” blast at Ken­ 
nedy and his brother, Atty. Gen. 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy, 
did .not 
help the former vice president’s 
chances in the general election, 
if he wins the Republican nomina­ 
tion 
It later was explained that Nix­ 
on’s 
statement 
was 
misunder­ 
stood, that he had not meant to 
apply the term to the Kennedys 
while they were in California as 
they were last week for reasons 
other than political. 
Kennedy said he thought the in­ 
cident "was handled very satis­ 
factorily from my point of view 
on each side.” 
California Democrats are count­ 
ing on Kennedy to help them 
solidify party ranks so that they 
can take advantage of the 3-2 
margin of voter registrations they 
hold over the Republicans. 
They think a^v roughly worded 
attacks on the President will tend 
to draw the Democrats closer to­ 
gether and help provide an incen­ 
tive for them to go to the polls 
In the general election. 
There are signs that Sen. Thom ­ 
as H. Kuchel, seeking Remiblican 
renomination, shares tMs view. 
Kuchel. who is opposed by two 
Republican conservatives in the 
prim ary, is not likelv to indulge 
In anv personal attacks on the 
President

Controlling Board has refused to 
transfer funds for the addition of 
a sixth story to a contemplated 
five-story 
Bureau of 
Unemploy­ 
ment building here.
